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Covent Garden Cheatre. 

Last night Mr. Pemberton made his second appearance on these 
boards, in the character of Shylock. He was much more successful 
than in Viginius ; there was more energy, more spirit in his persona- 
tion of the Jew, and less of mannerism ; his conception of bis author 
was correct, and he had evidently formed his acting of the part, from 
the best living model ; it was a well executed copy of a great origi- 
nal. His first scene with Bassanio and Antonio, was played with 
great skill,and his manner of proposing the nature of the bond was de- 
livered with admirable tact. His exultation at Mntonio’s losses was 
well expressed ; but, in the tria)-scene, he failed to delineate the in- 
flexible, inveterate hate of Shy/ock, or his demoniac thirst for his vic- 
tim’s blood, which Mr. Kean pourtrays with such an apalling effect. 
There was nothing in Mr. Pemberton’s acting to call forth censure, 
and he was often warmly and deservedly applauded. His voice is na- 
turally harsh, and he makes such sudden transitions from one key to 
another, as frequently to render his intonation extremely disagreeable. 

C. Kemble played Bassanio with admirable judgment. Miss Jar- 
man’s Portia was very animated, and in the trial scene the beautiful 
apostrophe on Mercy, she delivered ina highly impressive manner.— 
Miss Goward made 4 very dapper little lawyer's clerk ; and Meadows 
played Launcelot Gobbo with much humour and ability. But why, 
in the name of common sense, was Farley allowed to play Gratiano ; 
where were Green and Wrench? the coarseness and vulgarity of Far- 
ley’s manner render him quite unfit for the part ; nor do we know one 
of Shakspeare’s characters he ought to play unless it be Bardolph,--- 
Giovonni in London followed, in which Vestris sported her handsome 
legs, and introduced a new Scotch song, composed by Sydney Waller, 
ca)led ‘ The Banneis of Blue ;’ she sung it with such effect as to gain 
a double encore : she was also encored in ‘ Love from the Heart.’ 

Drurp Lane Cheatre. 

SuakspPeaRe’s Play of Measure for Measure was repeated at this 
house last night. The character of Isabella is the most perfect in the 
piece ; the purity of her mind seems unsullied by the corruption which 
surrounds her, and the douvting reluctance with which she admits the 
belief of ngelo’s dishonourahle intentions, is the natural consequence 
of her own perfect innocence. Miss Phillips plays the part with great 
ability ; she pleads for her brother with the most winning grace, and 
repulses Angelo with a noble contempt worthy of her great author. — 
In the scene with Claudio, she is no less effective, and plays the last 
scene with great judgment. Mr, Young’s Duke is a very dignified and 
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intellectual performance ;—he appears to unite in his own person the 
wisdom of the priest and the. dignity of the prince. Browne plays 
Barnardine with admirable tact ; he represents him as Shakspeare 
intended, ‘‘ careless, reckless, and fearless of past, present, and to 
come.” Little Goody Two Shoes, and Der Freischutz, followed.
